Snags in NRP 
bid to join 
Rabin gov't 


' By MARK SEGAL, Jerusalem Post Political Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin devoted 
yesterday to a second round of negotiations with his. 
three coaliticn partners over bringing NRP into the 
gcvernment. He rounded off the day with a meeting 
with the National Religious Party itself. The Prime 
Minister started moving to broaden his coalition the 
day after his Labour Party voted to bring in the NRP. 


But after the overwhelming 
Labour vote in favour of the NRP. 
stumbling blocks appeared to be 
emerging from inside the religlous 
Party itself. A delegation of 12 
unk professors in the NRP 
warned Dr. Yosef Burg, a party 
leader, that the party might split 
over a decision to join the govern- 
ment, and a new religious party 
form around. the Gush Emunim set- 
tlement movement. 

As. for the party's problems with 
the coalition, the main issue seems 
to be the NRP demand for four 
ministers, This haa set off a chain 
reaction, with Mapam already de- 
manding 8 third minister and simi- 
lar pressure arising from the La- 
ΒΟῸΣ Party’s component wings. The 
Prime Minister will hold a further 
round of talks before mat- 
tera. At all of yesterday’s meetings 
he was accompanied by Labour 
Party Secretary-General Meir Zarmi. 

Mr. Rabin is aware that the ve- 
teran NRP leadership — particu- 
larly Dra. Yosef Burg and Yitzhak 
Raphael — are even more anxious 
to return to their Cabinet seats 
than he ts to bring them back to 
the fold. Dr. Burg has been in near- 
ly all Israeli governments since the 
1950s, while Dr. Raphael only made 
it to the last Golda Meir govern- 
ment. They have abandoned ali their 
additional demands that prevented 
them from ‘joining Mr. Rabin's gov- 
ermment four months ago and are 
now negotiating on the same terms 
they accepted when entering Mrs. 
Meir’s Cabinet. 

At his meeting with the Inde- 
pendent Liberals, the Prime Min- 
ister affirmed that the NRP would 
be bound by coalition discipline the 
minute it signed the coalition agree- 
ment. He was answering a query 
by Tourism Minister Moshe Kol 
concerning NRP announcements that 
they would vote against any con- 
cessions in Judea and Samaria. Mr. 
Kol also urged that all coalition 
parties — including the Citizens 
Rights Movement — be included in 
the Cabinet Committee—for Conver- 
sion. But on this point, the Prime 
Minister would only promise that 
any conclusion reached by the 
committee would have to have the 
agreement of all coalition partners.

Mr. Rabin’s reply satisfied neither 
Mr. Hausner nor Minister without 
Portfolio Shulamit Aloni, whom he 
met next at the head of the CRM 
delegation. He said that reorganiza- 
tion of this kind could hardly be 
introduced on the eve of the NRP's 
entrance into the coalition; Mrs. 
Alon! retorted: “But we have had 
five months to effect such needed 
reforms.” 

Mra. Aloni was in for another 
disappointment when the Prime 
Minister told her there was no pos- 
sibility of changing the religious 
status quo. (Mr. Rabin had pro- 
mised the CRM when it joined the 
coalition that if the ΝῊΡ stayed

He assured 
Mapam, too, that the NRP must 
abide by coalition discipline, but he 
did not give his reply to the Mapam 
demand for ἃ third minister if the 
NRP gets its three old ministries 
back. 

His final meeting with the NRP 
also ended inconclusively. Mr. Rabin 
would not commit himself to give 
them four ministers, nor did he 
respond to their demand to keep 
the CRM out of the Cabinet Com- 
mittee on Conversion. But he did 
ruffle their feclings when ralsing 
the matter of coalition discipline.

BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP). — Armed 
men opened automatic fire and fired- 
8 rocket yesterday at a Lebanese 
army jeep and supply truck at 
Khreibeh, in southeast Lebanon, the 
Defence Ministry announced. 

“Armed men" is a euphemism 
usually used to denote Palestinian 
terrorists. The cars were not bit 
and there were no casualties, an 
army communique said. 

The jeep and truck were on their 
way back from Rachaya Fukhar in 
the Arkoub region and were am- 
bushed near Souk εἰ Khan, an army 
communique said. 

The incident was the second in 
24 hours involving Palestinian ter- 
rorists and the Lebanese army in 
the same area.
